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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to tfie amendment of July 23, 2007. In malcing the 
below rejections and/or objections the examiner has considered and addressed each of the 
applicant's arguments. 

2. The examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 12, 14, and 24-29. The 
examiner further acknowledges that claims 31-32 have been canceled and claim 33 has been 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it I^UST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

a. The recitation of "the auxiliary compressor draws from down steam the bladed 
impeller" in claim 12 has been amended by the examiner to recite the auxiliary 
compressor draws from down steam of the bladed impeller - 

b. The recitation of ''the auxiliary compressor mounted at the downstream end of 
the rotor up and the upstream end of the rotor" in claim 14 has been amended by the 
examiner to recite ™ the auxiliary compressor mounted at the downstream end of the 
rotor and the upstream end of the rotor — 

c. The recitation of ''a channel formed therein which runs parallel to the rotor 
between and the downstream gas bearing and the upstream gas bearing" in claim 33 
has been amended by the examiner to recite — a channel formed therein which runs 
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parallel to the rotor between the downstream gas bearing and the upstream gas bearing 

d. The recitation of 'at least one electric motor disposed on the rotor between the 
upstream gas bearing and the gas downstream'' in claim 33 has been amended by the 
examiner to recite — at least one electric motor disposed on the rotor between the 
upstream gas bearing and the downstream gas bearing ™ 

4. Claims 12-30 and 33 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
discloses nor make obvious at least one auxiliary compressor mounted on a downstream end of 
a rotor so that the auxiliary compressor draws from down stream of a bladed impeller wheel 
and pressurizes a gas before supplying the gas to plurality of bearings of the rotor in 
combination with a compressor designed to be lowered into a well of a natural gas reservoir 
provided with at least one rotor mounted within a casing, one electric motor for driving the 
rotor having a stator with windings mounted in the casing and an armature formed as part of 
the rotor, one or more gas bearings supporting the rotor for rotation relative to the stator and 
arranged at opposite ends of the motor, at least one bladed impeller wheel for compressing a 
production of gas from a reservoir which is mounted on an overhanging end of the rotor that 
projects beyond each of the gas bearings upstream of a motor, and wherein all the gas 
bearings of the auxiliary compressor and of the electric motor are arranged on a same side of 
the bladed impeller wheel and cooling gas flows over a motor during operation.
